ORWARD OR BACK? 

The old order is not dead, nor yet tn 
chains, but merely licking its wounds and 
preparing still greater havoc for the na- 
tfons. We have crushed that empire which 
Bave the most revolting manifestation of 
the Old World madness, but that madness, 
like contagion carried by the winds, has 
swept around the world and threatens again 
the freedom and the happiness of people 
everywhere. We have slain the worst 
criminals, but the crime persists. 

That crime is militarism. Its cloak is 
armament and its heart is of steel. Ameri- 
ca, far from having killed the dragon, finds 
that it is merely showing itself in subtler 
forms. Instead of lifting the chains from 
all men. we are asked to become a party 
to a system of competitive armament which 
will fret heap up economic burdens vaster 
than the nations have ever known, and 
will then mock them by plunging them into 
another and more relentless war.

How sinister, then, is that sophistry 
which says that we must all arm to the 
teeth fh order to avoid the use of arms! 
Far better forthwith to have another war to 
whether or not we have had 
enough war, than to delude ourselves 
for a decade while paying the price for 
armaments, only to be plunged into a 
war in which, thanks to simultaneous arm- 
img, the strength of the contestants gives 
neither an advantage, but adds to the mis- 
ery of both. 

The millions of men and women of the 
Old World who have known the burdens 
and miseries of war in a way which we 
can not even understand, are not deluded 
by what the spokesmen of the old order 
ere saying about armaments meaning 
peace. They have heard that before every 
other great war. They know that it mat- 
ters little what the tongue says if the hands 
are clenched. They know what war means 
and what armament means. 

But these people heretofore have not 
been vocal, they have merely suffered and 
waited and hoped. They saw the realiza- 
tion of their hopes in this republic, pro 
claiming freedom, upholding the right, giv- 
ing to the downtrodden everywhere a new 
voice and a new vision. 

Shall America in this crisis abandon the 
new order and follow after the old’? There 


‘way to avoid wearing the chains of those 
with whom we are closely associated is to 
see that they are not in chains, we m

forcing that demand while we are 
to do it.

In the home city of Unele Joe Cannon 
a woman who was converted to the Holy 
Rollers went on a hunger strike to induce 
ber husband to join the church.

A clearer statement would be: “Owing 
to the abnormal financial demands of the 
State departments and commissions;” for 
the Stete, as such, is not asking for any- 
thing. The statement that “the Legislature 
ie compelled to provide approximately $17,- 
000,000 additional revenue” ts also misiead- 
ing. It carries the inference that the Leg- 
islature is not a free moral agent, that it 
bas not the constitutional right to Ifmit the 
expenses of the State to any amount if 
deems sufficient for administration of the 
State's business. The Legislature possesses 
full constitutional authority to reduce the 
appropriations for State departments and 
commissions to such a point that the per 
capita cost of State government wil! not 
be greater than that of the average of other 
American States; and the commissions and 
departments could not get warrants cashed 
by the State treasurer for an amount great- 
er than that which the Legislature fixed. 

If there were not a whole colony of col- 
ored gentlemen in the administration wood 
pile the Governor and the heads of the big 
commissions would not be demanding that 
the new tax rate should be fixed during the 
frst half of the present session. The ses- 
sions of the Legislature were segrerated 
into two parts in order to give to the peo- 
ple of the State an Interim of thirty days 
in which to consider the bills introduced 
and make recommendations to their rcpre- 
sentatives concerning them. Why the un- 
due haste to force that tax increase through 
the Legislature before the members them- 
selves have had an opportunity to examine 
it or the people of the State to express 
themselves concerning it’ 

Retrenchment is the most important ques- 
tion before the present session of the Laeg- 
isflature. Why not give the members and 
the people of the State time enough to learn 
what is doing about it at Sacramento? Why 
not invite former Gov. Lowden to address 
the Legislature and tell the members some 
practical measures of economy that will 
make further increases unnecessary?

At the recent national convention of 
the American Optometric Association it 
was disclosed that this country, besides 
suffering from business depression and 
wood alcohol, was in the peril of an epi- 
demic of photophobia. The eye doctor will 
tell you that photophobia in its turn’ ifs 
largely responsible for retinal fatigue. 

Uff-hand one would say that when some 
of the stuff you see makes you tired it 
would be pollitg to call it retinal fatigue 
instead of taking a slam at the scenario 
writer or the decorator. 

But what the opticians and optometrists 
mean is that the glitter and glare of Amer 
ica, the dazzle of the great White Way, the 
Drilliant blink of the electric signs, the 
biinding sun of San Diego and the continu- 
ous flicker of a million films have combined 
to make a new national ailment—Photo- 
phobia Americana. 

A photophobist is not a man who has 
gone mad from seeing Dorothy Gish'’s last 
picture. He is merely experiencing a re- 
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of the bright lights. Too much illumination, 
too many moving pictures; too many flick- 
ering electric signs are causing the world’s 
eyes to twitch and water. They make men 
and women blink and they invite dizzy 
spells. 

Hence photophobia ts becoming a na- 
tional disorder. It is aggravated by many 
things—by blondes and bootleg hootch, for 
instance. According to the head of the 
Uptometric Association the blondes become 
excited by the ultra violet rays of the sun. 
They develop an excess of nervous energy. 
There is an abnormal! activity and a lustrous 
splendor that is bad both for the eyesight 
and the peace of mere man. According to 
this authority the activities of the blonde 
should be restricted to cold countries. 
When she is at Venice or Coronado she is 
@pt to develop into a regular Cleopatra or a 
plece of fireworks. At any rate the men 
who are exposed should wear smoked 
glasses or blinders to save their eyes from 
this new disernse. A Sennett beauty in the 
sum becomes almost as dangerous as an 
empty pistol. Sun-kxissed blondes hurt 
men's eyes without the victim's being 
aware of their danger. Sometimes a man 
will put on his spectacles and go back for 
a second exposure. 

Likewise some of the stuff put out by 
the bootleggers has its tragic effect on hu- 
man vision. Four fingers of it will make a 
man see things where there isn’t any. An 
overdose may sniff his blinders entirely. 

Beware of the bright lights, blinders and 
booze, or photophobia will get you. The 
film fans are not the only sufferers.
